If  you  are  looking  for  a  site  to  establish  a  new  business;  if  you  are 
planning  to  extend  your  present  plant,  or  if  you  are  seeking  to  relocate 
your  industry,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  representing  the  citizens  of  Listo- 
wel, Ontario,  suggest  you  give  careful  consideration  to  the  advantages  of 
our  town. 

Listowel,  situated  at  the  hub  of  the  wheel  of  industry  that  is  central 
Ontario,  is  close  to  the  focal  points  of  industrial  Canada  and  yet  far  enough 
away  to  offer  advantages  over  the  larger  centres. 

Listowel  is  a  well-established,  prosperous  community,  surrounded  by 
the  richest  and  most  fertile  farm  and  dairy  land  in  Ontario.  It  is  connected 
by  main  trunk  highways  and  railway  to  all  of  industrial  Ontario. 

Its  people  are  principally  of  English,  Scotch,  Irish  and  German  de- 
scent, who  have  built  up  a  town  that  is  clean,  industrious  and  progressive. 

Several  excellent  sites,  suitable  for  large  or  small  industries,  are 
available  at  reasonable  prices  and  can  be  used  with  a  minimum  of  expense 
for  levelling  and  grading. 

To  management  and  employees  Listowel  offers  good  shopping  facili- 
ties at  prices  comparable  with  any  other  centre;  schools,  churches  and  rec- 
reation, all  of  which  can  be  reached  within  a  few  minutes  from  any  part  of 
the  town,  and  a  quiet,  healthy  environment  in  which  to  work  and  play. 

Public-spirited  citizens  have  built  up  during  the  past  few  years  all 
forms  of  recreation,  so  that  Listowel  can  now  be  compared,  to  its  advantage, 
with  many  cities  and  larger  towns. 

Labor  conditions  are  exceptional  in  that  there  have  been  no  strikes 
or  other  serious  work  trouble  for  many  years.  Willingness  on  the  part  of 
labor  and  management  to  see  the  other's  viewpoint  and  sensible  business 
considerations  appear  to  be  the  answer.  Wages  compare  favorably  with 
surrounding  communities. 

Owing  to  the  location  of  Listowel  in  the  most  southerly  part  of  Can- 
ada, the  weather  is  very  pleasant  with  moderate  winters  and  warm  sum- 
mers. Average  hours  of  sunshine  daily  throughout  the  year  are  5.6,  with 
precipitation  of  30  inches.
